Applicants did properly not indicate which of the newly added claims (e.g., see 12/7/2006 Response, claims 57-58) are 
readable upon the elected species in accordance with MPEP § 809.02(a) (e.g., see 6/16/05 Restriction Requirement, page 10, 
paragraph 20, "If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species"). For 
example, Applicants latest response stated that claims 57 and 58 read on subgroup 2 (e.g., see 3/23/07 response, especially paragraph 
bridging pages 1 and 2) but failed to specify whether claims 57 and 58 read on the other subgroups (i.e., subgroups 1 and 3-8, see 
6/16/04 Restriction).
